Also, owners are urged to 
register their bicycles with the 
police department. The 25 cent 
registration fee provides an identi- 
fication of the bike for law enforce- 
ment officials. 
found and turned into the police, 
owners can be notified through 
the registration number. 


It is as yet, undetermined 
whether the current wave of bike 
thefts is related to professionals. 
Police investigators have some 
leads, according to Chief Nicoll. 

The chief said that it is possible 
that the wave of thefts could be 
drug oriented, where the vehicles 
are stolen and peddled for a few 
dollars in order to satisfy the need 
for drugs. 

All of this is under investiga- 
tion at present. 


In one particular recent case, 
three bicycles were stolen from 
a porch after being chained. The

Ballooning Features 
At Fine Arts Museum 


Fantasy flights, balloon 
ascensions, and motorized balloon 
trips are all part of ‘‘Ballooning”’, 
a special loan exhibition on view 
at the Museum of FineArts through 
July 18. Over 100 prints, paint- 
ings and decorative objects from 
the 18th and 19th centuries in 
Europe, America, and Japan 
celebrate man’s first attempts to 
conquer space. 

A number of firsts are com- 
memorated in the earliest prints 
from the late 18th century. The 
first hot air balloon flight by the 
Montgolfier brothers in 1783 is 
followed closely by the first hy- 
drogen balloon, a 52 feet high, 
red and white striped production 
launched by Jacques Charles in 
front of 800,000 spectators at the 
Tuilleries in Paris. 

Not to be missed is the daring 
Mrs. Sage, the first English female 
to ascend in a balloon in 1785. 
The inevitable test flight with 
animals, a sheep, a cock and a 
duck, is also on view, including 
their perilous descent. 

In a more serious vein, the 
first use of a military observa- 
tion balloon in the Bataille de 
Fleurs, used to the success of the 
French over the Austrians in 1794, 
is illustrated in a hand colored 
engraving. 

From the beginning, ballooning 
was primarily a sport and source 
of entertainment, not to mention 
a daring feat. Festive plates, 
carved and painted boxes, tex- 
tiles, fans and a series of prints 
capture the immense popularity 
of balloon ascensions. Parachute 
jumps from a balloon became a 
special feature and the 
catastrophic end of Mr. Cocking’s 
attempt is recorded in a 19th 
century English lithograph. Bal- 
looning itself was hazardous and 
daring and several prints depict 
rescue missions hauling 
balloonists out of the sea. 

Balloons captured the imagina- 
tion of the public and scientists 
alike. Plans for immense com-

Trout Are Overly Friendly 


This is the case of the too- 
friendly trout. 

In case you are a fisherman and 
have wondered about the odd be- 
havior of hatchery-reared trout, 
you are not alone. The New York 
Department of Environmental Con- 
servation wondered about them, 
too. So New York fisheries 
biologists made an investigation 
and here’s what they learned: 

In a hundred years of being bred 
in captivity, the hatchery brook 
trout had becorre domesticated. 

Since they were accustomed to 
being fed by men, domesticated 
trout will swim eagerly toward a 
man, rather than hiding when they 
see him. 

In general, domesticated trout 
prefer to feed at the surface and 
since they are shielded from pre- 
dators they have no trouble keeping 
alive despite such folly. 

The joy at seeing a human and 
the tendency to swim at the sur- 
face not only lack survival value 
but also border on a suicidal com- 
plex. 

Just to confirm what everyone 
already knows -- that wild trout 
hide among rocks or other cover 
on the stream bottom, that they 
will flee a shadow and that they 
avoid man like a plague -- New 
York caught a few wild trout to 
study their behavior. Thispursuit 
of wild trout was more difficult 
than the average fisherman might 
think. New York discovered that 
there were few streams in which 
stocked trout had not been planted. 
Sure enough, the wild trout acted 
as wild trout should. 

So how did it happen that hatchery 
trout evolved into slightly different 
creatures? Apparently over the 
years hatchery workers had un- 
consciously selected trout that 
lacked wild characteristics. Since 

trusting trout fed well, they fat-: 
tened fast and produced a better 
tonnage report for the hatchery. 
Hatchery workers liked that. 

In addition, generations of the 
trout had lived in troughs where 
the water velocity was rather con- 
stant and the food supply readily 
available. The two factors made 
it unnecessary for the trout to 
develop muscles that wouldenable 
them to survive the rigors of 
rugged currents in flood condi- 
tions. Neither did they have to 
swim fast in pursuit of prey. This 
enabled them to live a life of

Under Study : 


Emergency medical services, 
particularly ambulance services, 
in the Merrimack Valley Region, 
are often fragmented and informal, 
and may not be capable of meeting 
a disaster situation. As a result, 
Merrimack Valley Health Planning 
Council is developing a regional 
system for emergency services. 
The project is being financed by 
the U.S. Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare, and will 
be on six months duration. 

MVHPC, whichcovers the twenty 
four municipalities of the Valley 


including the cities of Lo- 
well, Lawrence, Haverhill and 
Newburyport, will be working 
with the region’s  medi- 


cal societies, hospitals, municipal 


governments, and other groups 


interested in emergency services. 

In its initial study, MVHPC has 
found that radio communications 
between ambulances and hospitals 
are insufficient, and that arrange-

ments for standby coverage of 
ambulances between municipal- 
ities are informal. The avail- 
ability of specific emergency ser- 
vices at each hospital is not always 
known by all ambulance personnel, 
and all personnel are not trained 
to the same levels. Eecause of 
generally inadequate public trans- 
portation throughout the region, 
ambulance services are oftenused 
for non-emergency trips, ren- 
dering the emergency system 
temporarily inoperable. This is 
complicated by the nature of the 
population; it is older andpoorer, 
on the average, than any other 
region of the Commonwealth, and 
thus fewer people have access to 
private automobile transportation. 

A part of the MVEPC project 
will be to study the planning for 
disasters and civil unrest and their 
impact on emergency medical ser- 
vices. It is expected that project 
will include the assessment of the 
present situation, setting of goals 
for a regional system, andrecom- 
mendations of short and long range 
steps to meet the goals.

Labeling Of Food Additives 


Like sO many assumptions 
people make, this one was wrong. 

Concern, Inc., a Washington- 
based group which is acting asa 
watch-dog on environmental and 
consumer problems, reports that 
not only are many major food 
manufacturers exempted from 
telling the consumer what ingredi- 
ents they add to foods, but others 
are required to list only some 
of the ingredients. They canleave 
out part of the information. . . 
and as Concern, Inc., wryly says, 
‘‘Curiously enough, it is often 
the potentially harmful ingredients 
that are ‘not listed.’’ 

A petition has been filed by 
Label, Inc., requesting tMat the 
Food and Drug Administration 
issue a new regulation requiring 
that ‘‘For the purpose of pro- 
moting honesty and fair dealing in 
the interest of the consumer, all 
food manufacturers and dis- 
tributors must list on the label, 
in order of their predominance, 
all ingredients which are con- 
tained in their product.’’ 

The decision of the food and 
Drug Administration will depend 
greatly on the extent of the public 
response. 

It is suggested that citizens 
give an example of why complete 
labeling is important to them... 
diets, alergies, chemical addi- 
tives and preservatives, etc. 

It’s important that the public 
be informed exactly what goes 
into food -- and it’s equally 
important that the public be 
informed exactly what pollutants 
are being poured into the general 
environment. In both cases, it’s 
our health that is at stake.

The manager feels the dump 
is in the best condition it has 
been in for some time. 

Lack of adequate supply of fill 
has hampered operations from 
time to time, but the need is being 
met as rapidly as possible. 

Cover material is at apremium, 
and in need for proper operation 
of a landfill. 

Preliminary studies are under- 
way for the obtaining of a new 
dump site. 

The longevity of the present site 
having been recognized as short, 
the town meeting in March was 
asked and approved funds for the 
obtaining of a new location. 

A Lowell Junction site was the 
prime location and engineering 
studies are expected to get under- 
way soon. 

Consultants will be retained to 
assist in the planning for a new 


site which is expected to be 
brought before the 1972 town meet- 
ing for action. 

To aid in continued operation of 
the present dump, a chipper 
machine will be used to reduce 
wood, logs, lumber, etc., to 
disposable material.

collection dates following the one 
sponsored by the Farmington River 
Watershed Association on March 
20. The Simsbury Jaycees spon- 
sored the April collection, and Boy 
Scout Troop 174 repeated the col- 
lection on May 22.”’

Finding Worms Difficult 


By Wayne Hanley 


Anyone who has dug a can of 
worms to go fishing should ap- 
preciate the woodcocks’ problem 
in-New England. 

A chubby, long-billed bird that 
weighs less than a half-pound, 
the female woodcock eats 60 to 
75 earthworms daily and her 
slightly smaller mate consumes 40 
to 55 worms. Finding that many 
worms every day from early spring 
into late autumn on the same plot 
of land in New England is not 
easy. 

Woodcocks, of course, are 
earthworm specialists and when 
it comes to a specialty even abird 
brain seems able to outdo mental 
superiors. Among other things, 
woodcocks search the mroper 
places for earthworms. ‘ 

On a recent night as I walked 
along a pasture that bordered a 
wet woodland -- an excellent place 
to find woodcocks which now are 
making courtship flights -- I was 
surprised when the only buzzy 
‘*peent’? calls of the male wood- 
cock that I heard came not from 
the lowland but from beside a 
group of birches that stood on a 
hilltop beside a small wet depres- 
sion. 

Woodcocks are rather stupid- 
appearing birds, which should not 
be surprising since they are shore 
birds that at some stage of evolu- 
tion became lost in the woods. 

Instead of enjoying sunny ocean 
beaches or pond mud flats and 
breeding in the high Arctic tundra 
-- as respectable shore birds do 
-- woodcocks hide in wet thicket 
all day and come out at night to 
eat and live it up. At the time 
woodcocks abandoned salt spray 
and took to the woods, the decision 
seemed a good one. It made it 
possible for woodcocks to exploit 
the wet woodlands east of the 
Great Plains and from Florida 
to Hudson’s Bay -- a mammoth 
breeding range in which it met 


little competition. Woodcocks had 
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it lush and prospered. 

Ordinarily woodcocks lay four 
eggs. The clutch was large enough 
to keep woodcock populations 
booming until Nineteenth-Century 
market hunting reduced the birds 
to aremnant. After federal hunt- 
ing regulations halted com- 
mercialization of the birds, wood- 
cocks made a comeback. 

Today there is some doubt about 
the woodcocks’ wisdom in shifting 
to inland thickets. The coast of 
the Gulf of Mexico where wood- 
cocks winter has been saturated 
with heptachlor. Its northern 
breeding grounds have been con- 
taminated by DDT. Thesechlori- 
nated hydrocarbons have become 
particularly threatening to wood- 
cocks because of the birds’ 
peculiar life style. 

Oddly, earthworms -- whichare 
not insects -- are among the few 
living organisms that seem able 
to survive rather heavy con- 
tamination by chlorinated hydro- 
carbons. But earthworms tend 
to store these chemicals in their 
bodies. So, the woodcocks, which 
at some seasons depend upon 
earthworms for 90 percent of their 
food supply, ingest an unusual 
amount of the chemicals. 

Actually, no one seems to know 
exactly what effect these chemicals 
have on woodcocks. Certainly the 
birds have not declined at the rate 
suffered by birds of prey. It has, 
however, made woodcocks ques- 
tionable birds to eat. By 1958, 
some 25 percent of all woodcocks 
analyzed contained heptach!or in 
their tissues. A survey in 1953 
indicated that 84 percent contained 
heptachlor.

Public safety authorities, joined by department of public 
works officials and representatives of Andover Village Im- 
provement Society are taking specific action in eliminating 
a particular danger.

But youthful enthusiasm in hot weather, has often found 
that laws could be hurdled, as well as fences and signs, and 
the water, with its refreshing allure, became a trap.

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Cholesterol 
Not All Bad 


Many Americans are aware that 
if they eat foods low incholesterol 
they may retard the process of 
hardening of the arteries and re- 
duce their risk of heart attack and 
stroke. But few know what choles- 
terol is and what it does. 
Cholesterol is not all bad. In 
proper amounts, it is in fact in- 
volved in a number of functions 
vital to body health, says your 
Northeast Chapter, Massachusetts 
Heart Association. 

A fat-like chemical substance, 
cholesterol is found inevery living 
animal cell, reaching its highest 
concentration in the cells of the 
central nervous system. Not all 
of its roles are clean, but this 
chemical is known to be essential 
to the proper architecture of the 
cell mambrane. As such it pre- 
sumably plays a key role in regu- 
lating what gets in and out of the 
cell. It is also the forerunner of 
a number of other agents including 
the sex and adrenal hormones. 

What makes cholesterol sucha 
potential biological bugaboo, says 
your Heart Association, is that an 
excess amount of it in the blood 
may increase susceptibility to 
heart attack. There’s a lot of 
evidence that when there is an 
excess of cholesterol it piles up 
in the coronary arteries (along 
with other fatty substances) and 
can reduce or shut off blood flow 
to the heart muscle. Result; 
Heart Attack. 

Cholesterol is present in varying 
amounts in foods of animal origin 
(eggs, meat, poultry and dairy 
products) and in sea food. Egg 
yolks, fish roe, shellfish (lobster, 
shrimp, crabs, clams andoysters) 
and organ meats (brains, sweet- 
breads, kidney and liver) are par- 
ticularly rich in cholesterol. 


The body also makes cholesterol 
and the amount made apparently 
depends on the kinds of fat we 
eat. Animal or saturated fats 
tend to increase cholesterol levels 
in the blood. Presumably they 
spur the liver to manufacture mure 
of it. Polyunsaturated fats (such 
as those found in corn oil, cotton- 
seed oil, soybean oil and sun- 
flower oil) tendto decrease choles- 
terol levels. 

Knowing that cholesterol -- fatty 
in feel and pearly in color -- is 
neither all good nor all bad, but 
somewhere in between, should en- 
courage Americans to mudify their 
diets so that intake of cholesterol 
is kept within due bounds, your 
Heart Association concludes.

Pasically, wine is’ the 
naturally fermented juice of 
freshly gathered ripe grapes, 
which have been pressed near 
where they grow. The govern- 
ment expands this to include 
the fermented juice of other 
fruits and even herbs, such as 
blackberry, peach, dandelion. 

There are only two colors in 
‘wine - red and white. Any 
wine containing the slightest 
tinge of red is a red wine. 
White wines range from the 
palest straw-color to deep, dark 
brown. There is no wine that 
is absolutely colorless. Red 
wines are generally dry, with 
the exceptions of port, some 
Italian, a few Hungarian table 
wines and kosher wines. 

White wines vary in sweet- 
ness, from the extreme dryness 
of Manzanilla to the rich, sweet 
Tokay Eszencia. The word 
‘‘dry’’ is used in the wine trade
